Levy of taxes totaling $42,389,702.80 
against California public utilities and 
insurance companies to meet State 
general fund revenue needs for the 
hew fiscal year, beginning July 1, 
was announced today by the State 
Board of Equalization. Tne taxes 
show a gain of $2,566.902.76, or 6.44 
per cent over the corresponding lev- 
jes for 1929. The rate of gain was 
cited as almost double the tax In- 
crease from 1928 to 1929. Telephone 
and telegraph companies led all oth- 
ers In rate of tax increase, with a 
gain of 10.48 per cent, the board said. 
Next came gas and electric compan- 
jes, with a tax jump of 8.63 per cent 
and insurance corporations with an 
inchease of 7.86 per cent. 


Barley carryover throughout Cali- 
fornia totaled 1,668,160 centals on 
June 1, 1930, as against 1,407,040 cen- 
tals on June 1, 1929, and 6,839.740 cen- 
tals during the new crop movement 
December 1, 1929. Figures represent- 
ing stocks in warehouses throughout 
the State were compiled by James J. 
Sullivan, chief inspector of the Grain 
Trade Association, San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce, and announc- 
ed to members of the local grain 
trade. Flour on hand decreased to 
163,849 barrels from 188,256 barrels 
during the half year ended June 1, 
and compares with 172,896 barrels on 
hand June 1, a year ago. Wheat stood 
@t 790,780 centals on June 1 against 
2,827,620 centals December 1, 
and 978,940 centals a year ago. Oats 
dropped to 59,480 centals from 268,- 
120 centals on December 1 and 76,- 
680 centals last June. 


Although the death recently of Mrs. 
Leana Charity Donner App at James- 
town was generally believed to have 
removed the last survivor of the his- 
toric Donner party, two members of 
that {ll-fated band are still alive, Gen. 
C. F. McGlashan of Truckee declared. 
Gen. McGlashan is author of “The 
History of the Donner Party,” and is 
recognized as an authority on this 
chapter of California history. Pres- 
ent survivors of the party, he said, 
are Isabel M. Breen-McMahon, San 
Francisco, and Naomi L. Pike- 
Schenck, The Dalles, Or. Both were 
declared to be in the branch of the 
party which spent the winter of 
1846-47 at Donner Lake, Mrs. McMa- 
hon then being a babe in arms, Gen. 
McGlashan said the party started 
from Sangamon county, Illinois, and 
later split up, one group going into 
Oregon and escaping the harrowing 
experiences of those who came to 
California. 


Based on his successful activities 
during the first three months of this 
year, the stork promises to set up a 
new record for babies delivered in 
California in 1930.

A similar 
increase for the remainder of the 
year would mean 88.833 babies in the 
twelve months. The highest number 
yet recorded was in 1924, when the to- 
tal was 86,899. That year the birth 
rate also reached its apex, 22.2 per

dropped to 18.3. Of the 21,056 babies 
born in the first quarter of this year, 
3,839 or 18.2 were Mexican. This was 
a gain of 542.

‘CAT EYE’ ANNIE SAWS 
WAY OUT OF PRISON 


Notorious Burglar Escapes 
From Auburn. 


Auburn, N. Y.—Cat Eve Annie Lil- 
tun) MeDowell—forty-elght-—notorious 
burglar and one of the most elusive 
characters of the underworld when 
outside prison walls, escaped from 
the Auburn women's prison, but pris- 
on authorities are doing their best to 
lock~iter up again. Just three weeks 
after declining to try for freedum 
with two other inmates who were cap 
tured, Annie sawed her wuy out of 
her cell and escaped. 

Cap Eye, who got her nickname 
from a pecullir cust to one eye, 
sawed through the wood around the 
lock In her cell door and got over 
the walls in a manner which left pris- 
on officials puzzled several huurs aft- 
terward., 

Every Nook Searched. 

Only a few days ago she told 
Warden Frank L. Heacox that Sally 
Joyce Richards, blond bundit of Buf- 
falo, and Amelia Bascom, badger girl 
of Brooklyn, approuched her to get 
her to join them tn their contemplated 
escape of April 28. Mystified at the 
time by this revelation, and puzzled 
that Cat Eye had turned down the 
opportunity, prison officiuls now see 
her refusal to escape at thut time 
based on a desire to play her old lone 
wolf part. 

At first It was believed that she 
must still be within the walls, but 
an extended search of every nook and 
cufner failed to reveal her. Immedi- 
ately the hunt was started outside the 
walls by troopers and police through- 
out the vicinity. Citles throughout the 
state were asked to be on the lookout 
for her. 

On a previous escape, after 26 hours 
of freedom, she was found rain-souked 
and exhausted. hidden under a pile of 
straw a mile and a half east of Weeds: 
port, eight miles north of Auburn. 

Nearly Died of Pneumonia. 

A ciew to her whereabouts wus pro- 
vided on that occasion hy word of 
residents in that vicinity who said 
they had seen a woman near there 
acting strangely. She had gone with- 
out food for 24 hours. 

Due to exposure she contracted 
pneumonia and nearly died. After her 
recovery she was taken to Matteuwan 
state hospital in the belief that she 
was becoming insane. Subsequently 
she was returned here. 

The description to the police said 
she probably wore a blue striped skirt, 
a blue sweater, black shoes and stock- 
ings, and a light tup coat and brown 
fedora. She was described as 5 feet 4 
inches tall, weighing 120 pounds, with 
medium chestnut hair and light com- 
plexion, 

Working in the dead of night on 
her previous escupe here, with no 
tools but a short fron window prop 
and a spoon, Cat Eye Annie, virtually 
under the eyes of guards and prison 
mutrons, dug a hole through the brick 
wall of the cell and, with the aid of 
a plank taken from the greenhouse, 
scaled a low wall and slid down an 
iinprovised blanket rope to freedom. 

Packages of mortar and bits vf 
broken brick were found stuffed in a 
mattress upon which she had pretend- 
ed to sleep at night. 

Her escape was mide in the early 
morning on that occasion,

ITH the opening of the sum- 
mer travel season the paths 
of travelers in Europe lead 


agnin to Venice, which, with 
its unique streets of water, seems to 
exercise a lure more potent than cities 
wholly of the land. 

The traveler should not expect too 
much of Venice. It is hardly fair. No 
great city can exist on narrow canals 
and be enfirely a thing of beauty. One 
necessarily has had dreams of Venice 
and goes there with marked precon- 
ceptions. This ‘follows reasonably 
enough, for so much has been written 
about this city of the sea, and of 
course the rosy, romantic aspect has 
been presented. If one does not set 
his mark inordinately high Venice will 
charm him. Novelty will “pinch hit” 
whenever beauty strikes out. 

By all means the visitor should ar- 
range to arrive in Venice by night. 
Under soft moonlight or under the 
rays of the dim and Infrequent “street 
lamps,” Venice puts her very best foot 
forward and strives to make the most 
extravagant dreams come true. The 
deep shadows wdnder its bridges and 
the palace arches, the mysterious nar- 
row black canal entrances, the pic- 
turesque leaning posts, the gentle lap- 
ping of the waves against the walls 
and steps, the swish of the paddles, 
the half brusque, half songlike calls 
of the gondoliers as they approach 
blind corners, perhaps the musical 
song of a gondolier in the distance— 
all combine to give one an entrancing 
entrance into the City of Canals. He 
leans back on his cushions during the 
long boat ride to the hotel—for of 
course traveler and luggage must go 
by boat—quite contented with life. 
This is Venice, and it is quite as it 
should be. - 

What the Day Reveals. 

A night arrival is a ruse but a suc- 
cessful one. It is as though one should 
contrive to meet a once beautiful lady, 
no longer young, at an evening garden 
party. Her wrinkles become soft lines. 
When they face you in the pitiless 
light of the morrow they will have a 
certain suggestion of familiarity and 
memory will muke them less harsh. 

The first day in Venice discloses 
indubitable signs of ugliness as well 
as of beauty. Picturesque gondolas 
pass on the Grand canal. So do the 
unpicturesque Venetian “street cars” 
—sguat steamboats, little, but all too 
large beside the gondolas—their 
sawed-off stacks belching dirty black 
smoke, They raise choppy waves, as 
do the swifter little motorboats. The 
gondoliers glare at them and the trav- 
eler joins them in spirit in the choice 
Italian curses that they must be utter- 
ing under their breath. 

More gondolas pass—and the trash 
boats of the municipality. In the wa- 
ters that seemed so fair last night 
floats every conceivable sort of rub- 
bish. Yonder is the beautiful facade 
of a fine old palace, and beside it a 
building from which the stucco has 
fallen in great patches disclosing ugly 
bricks beneath. Perhaps the stones are 
falling away. too, at the waterline, 
letting the waves reach in for an in- 
evitably greater destruction. Green 
slime covers the steps and the tilted 
wooden posts are rotting. Time ts 
not the only desecrater of Venetian 
walls. The hand of the advertiser has 
heen bunay. too. And some of the walls 
that Dandolo loved and that scores of 
Ppuets hive sung about now Inform the 
occupants of gondolas and “street 
cars” of products that can be pur 
chased to their supposed advantage. | 

But thanks to a night arriva} these 
things do not worry the visitor over 
much. He turns rather to the domes 
of Santa Maria della Satute with a 
tangle of masts ugainst the sky: to 
the arch, of the history-encrusted old

hope to do in a short stay Is to gain

: Plazza San. Mareo. 

The ways, whether narrow alleys or 
somewhat wider calles. have no’ side’ 
watks, of course. The entire space, 
such as it is, is for pedestrians. At 
intervals the narrow ways open up 
inte “campi” as the Jittle squares are 
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called. The name, “Piazza,” has been 
reserved for the great square of San 
Marco facing the cathedral—the ulti- 
mate in dry spaciousness in Venice. 

If one has only a picture knowledge 
of Venice, as all the world has not 
been there has, the Piazza San Marco 
will prove a surprise. The little open 
gs’ace that holds the famous statue 
of the Lion of San Marco is not the 
real piazza but only the anteroom, the 
plazetta. Well behind the lon col- 
umn, around the Campanile Nes a 
square greater than many a city with 
an unlimited supply of terra firma 
can boast. No wheeled or four-footed 
traffic uses this great square. It is 
given over entirely to humans and 


. Pigeons. Thonsands of the latter make 


the Piazza San Marco their hore, and 
there is seldom a time during the day 
when one cun cross the square without 
carefully picking. his way to avoid 
stepping on them. 

When night falls again and cloaks 
the inevitable tawdry spots of an 
old city built on piles, one forgets his 
criticisms of the day. Out on the la- 
goon at the mouth of the Grand canal, 
in a bout lighted by gaily colored lam 
terns, a company of musicians and 
singers begins a serenade. The gon- 
dolas of tourists join the throng of 
slender black forms bobbing grace- 
fully up and down, each with a silent, 
statuesque figure standing at its stern. 
Soft music and the gentle swish of 
wavelets fill the air, The lights of the 
lidos gleam in the distance while near- 
er at band black masts and spires 
stand out against the sky, the soaring 
shaft of the Campanile topping them 
all. 

The Three Lidos. 

Venice's playground is the Lidos, the 
chain of low sand islands acruss the 
lagoon, which have ever guarded the 
city from the Adriatic. Without these 
isles ang the tide they control, Venice, 
or at least the Venice that is so well 
known, would never have been born. 

On the Lidos were the original set- 
tlenients that led to the establishment 
of the city of Venice on the islands 
of the lagoons. When Attila and his 
Hun hordes swept down on Europe in 
452 A. D. many of the inhabitants of 
the regions farther inland took ref- 
uge on the ie From 742 to 809 the 
seat of government of the region was 
at Malamocco. a few miles south of 
the present Lido hathing resort on 
the same islund. The encroachments | 
of the waves during the spring and 
autumn storins, and the vulnerability 
to attacks from enemy navies, led. in 


809, to a general exodus to the islands 

on which tH@ present city is built. 
The Lidos today consist of three prin- 

eipal long sandy islands, divided by

It is a recognized law of Nature that the digestive tract of 
any creature is adapted to suit the kind of diet to which the 
species long has been accustomed. And in order to obtain a clear 
picture of the importance cf roughage in the i:uman dietary, 
it might he well fer us to review briefly the three types of crea- 
tures—including man—that compose the animal kingdom. 

First, there is the species known i 
as herbivora, who subsist cutirely 
upon food of vegetable origin. 
These have stomachs of cnormous 
capacity, and intestines which are 
large enough te contain the great 
residues of indigestible matter 
which result from a diet of coarse 
herbage. Tho lining membranes 
of the stomach and intertines of 
herbivorous animals, tco, are 
highly resistant tod mechanical tn- 
jury'and tolerate without damage

Neither 
can he safely eat of the coarser 
vegetables, because the Mning 
membranes of his stomach and 
intestines are too delicate to 
withstand the scraping of the 
coarser particles of indigestible 
matter without injury. 
What Cooking Does 


One way in which man has at- 
tempted, and with success, to eat 
safely the coarser root and leafy 
vegetables, is through softening 
and disintegrating the cellulose 
of those foods by cooking them. 
The cooking process not only de- 
composes some of their substances 
classed as cellulose, but makes 
the remainder of the food more 
digestible and thus averts the af- 
ter distress of eating. When 
some of the smaller-and fugitive 
tribes of American Indians were 
forced into localities in which 
gcme was searce and food plants 
not abundant, they were com- 
pelled by circumstance to eat 
grass seed, acorns and other vege- 
table foods which are coarser 
than humans are accustomed to 
eat. They suffcred great!y from 
indigestion, and doubtless injured 
their digestive tracta by taking 
cellulose which was ioo coarse 
and irritating. They had not Jess 
than a score, of “grandmother” 
remecies for indigestion to at- 
test these experiences. 

Common knowledge tells us 
that indigestible things are dan- 
gerous if eaten freely: yet it is 
equally clear that our intestined 
do not function properly unless

First Aid Scores Again ia 
Dramatic Rescue of Lad 
From Electrocuticn

On the afternoon of June 26, 1929, 
Ephraim Walter Decker, repairman 
for tlie New York Telephone Com- 
pany, was Inspecting telephone 
equipment at a public school at 
Rosebank, Staten Island, N. Y., 
when he was notifled that a boy 
was lying on the third rail of the 
tracks of ‘an electric railway a short 


distance away. < 


EPHRAIM WALTER DECKER 

Hastening to the scene, the tele 
phone man found the boy. lying 
across the third raffon one of the 
tracks, while sparks were flying and 
smoke curling from the point where 
the knee came tn contact with the 
third rail. Carefully placing his 
feet on one of the wooden rallroad 
ties, Decker, who had taken the 
telephone company’s course in first 
ald tralning, jerked the boy free of 
the deadly contact. 

‘The victim's breathing. had 
stopped, and he was severely burned 
about the face and knee. Recogniz- 
ing the critical condit!on of the 
boy, Mr. Decker immediately started 
artificial rerziration and persisted tn 
its application for over half an 
hour, when-breathing was restored 
and the boy was taken in an ambu- 
lance to the hospital where he later 
recovered. 

If it had not been for the re. 
sourcefulness and persistence of the 
telephone man, the boy, undoubted- 
ly, would have died, and becanse of 
his prompt aud courageous action, 
Mr. Decker has been awarded a 
1930 Vail silver medal, together 
with a cash award of $259. ~*
